OTTAWA, March 8— The naval do- 
bate Is dying slowly, hut Us passing 
cannot now be long delayed. The 
whips aro endeavoring to bring about 
the first division on Mr. Monk's pleb- 
iscite amendment tomorrow night or 
in the early hours of Thursday morn 
ing. Eight speakers contributed to 
day, and there are still twelve orators 
on the list, including such long dis 
tance performers as Mr. Emmerson 
and Mr. Carvell. v It is not expected 
that the. vote will be taken much be 
i'oro 3 a. in. on Thursday. An urgent 
whip has been issued on both sides, 
and the biggest vote of this parlia- 
ment is expected to be recorded. 

Mr. Eemieiix explained to the house 
that his much quoted speech in favor 
of Canadian independence was made 
years ago in Sohmer park, Montreal, 
at a gathering hold to raise funds for 
the Monument National. Four .subjects 
were up for debate on that occasion, 
independence, status quo, the annexa- 
tion and imperial federation. To him 
was assigned the independence speech, 
and ho had made out a case to the 
best of his youthful ability. "But the 
debute was purely an academic one, 
added the postmaster-general," amid 
laughter. "1 was merely a young law 
student then." 

Mayor Beatty, of London, made the 
briefest spcecli of the debate so far, 
occupying merely six minutes, in sup- 
port of the Dreadnought contribution 
policy. 

Tempers Grow Short 

As the long debate drags wearily to 
a close there is a perceptible shorten- 
ing of the tempers of the members on 
both sides of the house. This was 
demonstrated today during the 
speeches of Mr. Geo. Clare, of South 
Waterloo, and. Mr. Neeley, of Hum- 
boldt. Considerable uproar arose dur- 
ing the course of Mr, Clare's remarks. 
He is a Canadian of German descent, 
but has been little heard of in the 
house of recent sessions, owing to 
prolonged illness, from which he is 
not yet fully recovered. Mr. Claro 
paid a warm tribute to the Germans 
of his constituency. They were peace- 
loving, honest and thrifty, and above 
all, loyal to Canada and to the Em- 
pire. He declared that neither the 
British peoplo nor the Germans want- 
ed war. Germany was in the samo 
position as Great Britain. She must 
have a navy to protect her enormous 
trade, as this trade increased so would 
the war vessels of the German empire 
Increase. The only danger lay In a 
war for the possession of commerce. 
Mr. Clare alluded to the fact that 
Germany and England had never 
fought in the past. They had been 
firm allies for the betterment of 
humanity. He assured the house that 
the educated classes of his fatherland 
had great respect and admiration for j 
the British nation. But, added Mr. 
Clare, we aro one people In Canada, 
and what we have to consider is how 
we can best, perform our duty to the 
empire. The premier had taunted the. 
opposition with having differences of 
opinion. Mr. Clare was proud to say 
there were differences. NO great 
questions had ever arisen on which 
there, were no varied opinions, but the 
supporters of the government had no 
right to think for themselves. They i 
must do as they were told. But 



did those of the United States. He 
charged Mr. McLean with being a lit- 
tle Canadian. 

Mr. Clare opposed the building of a 
navy In Canada. The expense would 
be very heavy, and the benefits in- 
finitesimal. The premier should with- 
draw his bill and consult the people. 

Mr. M. Y. McLean asked Mr. Clare 
If he favored a contribution, of $25,- 
000,000 to the admiralty. Mr. Clare 
did not catch the question, and w r ent 
on with his speech. 

Unsoomly Interruption. 

Mr. McLean remained on his foot, 
violently gesticulating, and would not 
resume his seat when ordered to do so 
by the Speaker. There was an Imme- 
diate huCTbub and cries of "Sit clown!" 
and "Put him out!" from the Opposi- 
tion benches, anil counter cries from 
the government benches. Mr. Clare 
tried to resume his speech; but the 
noise was so great that ho could not 
make himseif heard. In the meantime 
the Speaker called Mr. McLean sternly 
to order, pointing out that Mr. Claro 
had the floor. Still Mr. McLean per- 
sisted, and there were loud cries of 
"Name him!" from the left. Mr. 
Fielding turned and motioned Mr. Mc- 
Lean to sit down, and nodded to Mr. 
Claro to go on, and finally quiet was 
restored. Then Mr. Clare remarked 
that he had been in the house foul 
seven years and had never interrupted 
anyone to his knowledge, especially 
when that member was In poor health.

Houston died here today at 3.30 p. m. 
Mrs. Houston, on the way from Ash- 
croft in a special, stage, travelling day 
and night, has not arrived in time to 
see her husband alive. 

Mr. Houston died peacefully, being I 
conscious for half an hour before tho i 
end. For the past six days he suffer- 
ed terribly, and was unconscious for 
long poriods, The doctors in attend- 
ance state that Mr. Houston must! 
have suffered terribly for the pastj 
three months, owing to the weak 
action of the heart and internal 
troubles, which were the immediate 
cause of death.

VANCOUVER, March 8— Tired and 
travel-stained after their harrowing 
experiences in dodging snowslides at 
the summit of the Selkirks, over 1C0 
passengers reached here early this 
morning on No. !)7, the westbound 
through express of the Canadian Pa- 
cific railway. The first section rolled 
into the depot shortly after five o'clock 
and was followed by a second section 
twenty minutes later. 

The last previous train from Mon- 
treal arrived hero last Friday. Since 
then direct rail communication on the 
main lino through tho mountains has 
been interrupted. 

Tho passengers related many thrill- 
ing stories of their narrow escape 
from death and gave the- first-hand 
information of the magnitude of Sat- 
urday's awful disaster in the Sel- 
kirks. 'When the second avalanche 
followed on top of the first slide and 
at the same spot, train No. 97, with 
its human freight of men, women and 
children was stalled at Rogers' Pass 
station, just one mile farther east. 
Sinister danger dogged its wake all 
through the Rockies, and the climax 
was reached at Bear Creek station, 
seven or eight miles cast of Rogers' 
Pass depot. Tho passengers had just 
reached the former point when a slide 
covering the track to a groat depth 
for a distance of one thousand feat 
crashed down the mountainside. Less 
than four minutes before the train 
had safely passed the spot. 

A brakeman who was sent back to 
flag another train had to run for his 
life. ' He barely escaped the slide. Its 
outer edge covered him with a mantle 
of snow. 

In Perilous Situation. 

These events occurred late Friday 
afternoon. At eleven o'clock, owing to 
the possibility of a slide at the sta- 
tion, tho train was moved farther 
west to the next station, Rogers' Pass. 
Throughout tho night the passengers 
heard the boom or muffled roar of 
avalanches resounding from adjacent 
peaks, expecting that their own fate 
might be sealed any moment. Day- 
light of Saturday morning brought 
confirmation of rumors persistently 
circulated among the sleepless travel- 
lers that the work-train crew, bridge 
gang and section men had been burled 
a mile farther west in a big slldo 
shortly after midnight. Saturday and 
Sunday were devoted to an inspection 
of the place where so many human 
lives had been so suddenly snuffed 
out. It was not until 10.35 yesterday 
morning that No. 97 was enabled to 
start for Vancouver. 

The main slide, It now transpires, 
has not been removed from the tracks. 
The train was enabled to -jot by the 
spot, as tho main line half a mile east 
of the scene was connected by a tem- 
porary track with the old abandoned 
line covered with a snowshed. 
Through this snowshed, 150 feet of 
which was carried away by the death- 
dealing avalanche, the passengers 
were hauled before seeing daylight 
again on their long run to Vancouver. 

The passengers declare that weeks 
will elapse before the enormous mass 
of debris can bo removed from the 
main line at the scene of the disas- 
ter. They speak enthusiastically of 
the care and attention they received 
from the conductor and train hands 
of the express. The ladies were es- 
pecially grateful for the devotion of 
Mr. Mere, the sleeping car conductor. 
Me had a sleepless vigil for four days, 
and moved around anioiij the passen- 
gers, inspiring them with his own 
heroic confidence. 

At Scene of Disaster. 
W. R. Waddell, an engineer, of New 
York, describing his visit to the scene 
of tho fatal slide, said: 

"Scores of the passengers, including 
a number of women passengers, hast- 
ened to the scene. It was the saddest 
pilgrimage I ever made. A blizzard 
was raging, and objects could not bo 
distinguished ten feet distant. Wlthai 
the weather was mild, creating among 
us the apprehension that the adjacent 
peaks might deluge us with an ava- 
lanche of snow, ice and trees. As we 
struggled through the blinding storm 
wo were greeted with the ominous 
noise of slides on adjacent peaks, some 
of them muffled, others reverberating 
with the crash of a thousand batteries. 
It was a sad spectacle which greeted 
■us as we reached the scene of the dis- 
aster. At the point referred to the line 
at the very summit runs through a 
narrow pass less than five hundred 
feet wide. On either side tho moun- 
tains rise to a great height \ylth a 
gradual slope. The first slide came 
from the north side of the track. The 
second and larger one from the moun- 
tain on tho other side of tho gap. The 
main line at the spot is laid In the 
open. On a bench about forty feet 
above it is paralleled by another line 
of track covered by a snowshed. After 
twenty years' experience, arid no slides 
having occurred there, the company 
abandoned the old line, which has a 
grade, in favor of the new line In tho 
open. If tho old line had boon still In 
uso the disaster would not have had 
such fatal results or at all events tho 
snoweheds would have stood a chance 
of resisting tho awful Impact. 

Caught in Trap. 
"As It was the railway men were 



caught in a trap as they were engaged 
at tho tas.lt of clearing the first slide. 
Tho second avalanche in its early 
stages of descent down the mountain 
was composed mostly of dry snow, and 
it was not until it struck tho timber 
lino that noiso of its lightning-like ap- 
proach was heard. But the warning 
was insufficient. Half a dozen sec- 
tion men on the outer edge of tho first 
slide heurd the crush of timbers and 
rocks, preceded 'by a wind which blew 
with the velocity of a cyclone. They 
escaped witn their lives, many of 
them being literally caught In tho air 
and hurled just beyond the danger 
zone. 'Not so fortunate \verf> the other 
men In the direct pathway of the 
swirling mass of trees, rocks, ice and 
snow. Many were engulfed and burled 
under a mass of debris to a depth 
varying from thirty to fifty feet. 
Others again were hurled In the mass 
of wreckage a distance of fifty feet 
against the outer walls of the snow- 
shed fifty feet distant, or burled in the 
rear end of the avalanche that piled 
up against tho top of the snowshed to 
a great depth. About 150 feet of tho 
shed was crushed like an eggshell. • 

"Less than one-third of the bodies 
wore found beneath the debris on the 
main line. Tho others will probably bo 
recovered under the cement-like mass 
of trees, rocks and Ice and snow that 
fills the space between tho main lino 
and the walls of the snowshed. "When 
wo reached the spot scores of men 
wore busy trying to recover the miss- 
ing. The work proceeded slowly, as 
the presence of recks and trees pre- 
vented the use of rotary engines. Great 
confusion prevailed In the early morn- 
ing hours, as the mildness of the 
weather and a raging blizzard caused 
some fear that other slides might fol- 
io win the wake of tho first. 

Tragio Spectacle. 

"It was a tragic spectacle that we 
witnessed. The rotary engine, weigh- 
ing over two hundred tons, as well as 
aly lifted from tho cars had been actu- 
ally lefted from tho main line and

BILL TO AMEND 

ELECTIONS ACT 



Agreement With E, &, N, Rail- 
way in Regard to Settlers' 
Lands Embodied in Measure 
Introduced Yesterday 



S. S. CHICAGO, March 8.— (By 
wireless.) — Fishermen aboard the 
steamer Chicago, -while on the fishing 
grounds west of Queen Charlotte 
islands declared a Strike last Sunday 
morning. They refused to work be- 
cause the captain would not allow 
them to run the ship to suit them- 
selves. Capt. Cann acted entirely 
within his rights as master. He told 
them they could either obey orders or 
he would put them ashore at Ketchi- 
kan, the nearest American port of 
entry. 

This stirred up the men, and a good 
many threats wcro made against the 
officers. The captain decided to take 
them to Seattle, as he would require a 
new crew. The men are a hard lot, 
and the captain was justified in his 
discipline. 

On Tuesday morning at 3 o'clock 
while the ship was heading into a 
blinding snowstorm the fisherman at 
the wheel became careless, and allow- 
ed the ship to fall off her course be- 
tween Pino island and Scarlet Point. 
The mate warned him that it was 
dangerous to alter the course and to 
hold the ship steady. The man be- 
came obstinate, and nearly ran the 
ship oi) tho rocks. He told the mate 
to get someone else at the wheel If ho 
didn't suit. He deliberately left tho 
wheel, and commenced to leave tho 
pilot house. Tho man claims that the 
mate became angry and struck him 
three times in tho face, calling him 
foul names. Tho mate says the man 
put the lives of tho crew In danger, 
and he had to take the wheel himself 
to stivo the ship. Tho men threatened 
to seize tho ship, and hang the mate, 
but this is unlikely. 



Tho remaining legislature on the or- 
der paper of tho local house was ad- 
vanced In such volumo and with such 
rapidity yesterday that there is now 
fair ground for the assumption that 
tho list will be exhausted, if not by 
this evening at all events by Thurs- 
day, so that prorogation may take place 
as anticipated by the First Minister, 
on Friday of this week. Tho past two 
days have soon such rapidity of move- 
ment as early in any session would be 
deemed Impossible, second reading, 
committee and report, report adoption, 
and third and final reading followed so 
closely upon the heels of ono another 
that a single sitting sufficed in num- 
erous instances;- 

Two notable examples of quick 
marching of this nature were the bills 
respecting the Provincial Elections 
Act and tho Municipal Elections Act, 
tho latter of which proved absolutely 
non-controversial, merely providing as 
it does for the uniformity of polling 
hours by fixing the closing hour for 
polling in rural municipalities at 7 
instead of 5 o'clock, and Incidentally 
terminating the anomaly of having by- 
law voting perhaps still progressing 
two hours after a general election In 
the district might be formally closed. 
"With respect to the Provincial Elec- 
tions Act amendment bill, tho princi- 
pal provisions may be thus briefly 
summarized: 

All Judges of Appeal, Supremo and 
County Courts in British Columbia are 
disfranchised; the names of any judges 
now appearing upon tho register are 
ordered stricken therefrom at the next 
formal revision; and any Judge who 
may hereafter resign his seat upon tho 
bench may only become a voter after 
tho expiry of a six month's period dat- 
ing from his retirement from the Judi- 
ciary; 

Advertisement of voters objected to 
shall bo made henceforth for three 
weeks only in weekly newspapers and 
for three issues, once a week, in dall- 
ies; 

Commissioners for receiving the reg- 
istration of voters must in future 
themselves be upon tho Register. 

Voting in cities shall be divided by 
wards, separate ward registration of 
tho .electors therein being prepared and 
used. 

Nanalmo alone of the four chief cities 
retains the one polling booth system. 

Considerable Interesting debate arose 
both on tho second reading motion and 
In committee upon this particular bill 
tho Attorney General taclfly conceded 
that tho chief feature of tho bill was 
provoked by the candidature of Judge 
Henderson at the late election. 

Another Important featuro of tho day 
was found in tho bill to ratify and 
confirm tho agreement made with tho 
E. & N. railway company to terminate 
the long vexed question of settlers' 
rights within the railway belt, 20,000 
additional acres of lieu lands with coal 
measures and certain foreshore priv- 
ileges being given in adltion to tho 
acre-for-acre lieu lands already set 
aside. 

Election Returns. 

At the oppning of the house yester- 
day Mr. Ha wthornthwalte enquired of 
the Premier when details of the vote 
polled at the last general election 
might be expected by tho house In the 
form of the usual return. 

Hon. Mr. McBrldo replied that ha 
would endeavor to have this done dur- 
ing Wednesday's, today's, sitting. 

First readings wore given to bills 
amending the Shops Regulation Act, 
1000 (Mr. Howthornthaite) ; the Pro- 
vincial Elections Act (Attorney-Gen- 
eral); the Water Act 1909 (Minister of 
Lands) ; as well as a bill to ratify an 
agreement bearing date of the 21st 
October, 1909, between H. M. the King 
and the Esquimau and Nanalmo Rail- 
way company., this latter ploco of 
legislation having been introduced by 
message from His Honor tho Lieuten- 
ant-Governor. 

Wages on C. N. R. Construction. 

On motion for the adoption of tho 
report ofcommitteo on tho bill ratify- 
ing tho agreement between the prov- 
ince and the Canadian Northern Rail- 
way company, 

Mr. Williams moved to add to sub- 
section c of section 7 of the schedule, 
"Provided always that the lowest 
wage paid to any laborer or worker 
employed In said construction shull 
not be loss than $2.50 per day." 

The member for Newcastle briefly 
supported his motion upon linos with 
which tho house had already grown 
familiar through experience with a 
similar propositi made during the com- 
mittee stage. 

Premier McBrlde observed that ho

Sir. Hawthornthwaite was ready to 
agree that under conditions at pres- 
ent prevailing it was unwise at times 
to interfere with the general labor 
market, but held that this was an ex- 
ceptional case, in which the best in- 
terests of white workers promised to 
be more adequately protected by ac- 
ceptance of th(! proposal advanced in 
tile amendment. It was not the in- 
tention of these railway companies to 
employ white labor in construction 
operations, unless absolutely forced to 
do so. He thought this clause would 
prove perhaps more workable than any 
other provision designed to accomplish 
the same object, and he therefore sup- 
ported it, especially as it would place 
on record those favoring this practical 
machinery In legislation.

So soon as the railway legislation in 
the House had received assent, lion. 
Mr. Bowser added, completing bis ex- 
planation, he would see that a forma 
contract with the railway oompans 
was forthwith sent to, Toronto foi 
completion, in line with the agree- 
ment and the undertaking outlined to 
the House. 

Labor on E. & N. (Extension 

Mr. Hawthornthwaite remarked that 
the government already had an agree- 
ment with the Canadian Pacilic Rail- 
way Company prohibiting the employ- 
ment of Asiatics on the extension 01 
the E. & X. railway to Albernl, and 
vet Orientals were being employed. 
Why, then, was no action taken by 
the government? 

Replying, the. attorney-general cor- 
rected the error into which the mem- 
ber for Nanaimo had fallen. The 
province had no agreement witli the 
E. ei N. Railway Company in this 
matter. The railway company had 
sought exemption from taxation lor a 
term of years, which was made condi- 
tional upon no Chinese having been 
employed. The government could 
therefore have no opportunity to in- 
vestigate labor conditions during con- 
struction until the application for ex- 
emption had been made. At present 
the only authority exercising super- 
vision and direction was the Federal 
government, to whlcli report should 
have been made of the conditions 
complained of. 

Mr. Brewster supported the amend- 
ment, which was negatived by 31 to 4. 

Report was thereafter adopted. 
Hours of Engineers. 
""Upon the motion to adopt report on 
the Steam Boilers Inspection Act 
Amendment bill, a new section was 
offered by Mr: Hawthornthwaite in 
the following terms: 

'-'ltl. No engineer holding a certifi- 
cate under this act shall be employed 
(except in case of accident or neces- 
sity) for a longer period than eight 
hours in twenty-four. , 'Twenty-four 
hours,' for the purpose of this act, 
shall mean from midnight to mid- 
night." 

It was explained by the member for 
Nanalmo that large plants were not 
especially affected by his proposal, as 
they ran day and night, and three 
shifts accordingly. Tin; smaller mills, 
however,' frequently kept their en- 
gineers :it work ten and twelve hours 
a :day, ••which was -.'too much; Eta- 
gineers quite often were required to bo 
on hand some short time before and 
also a little time after other em- 
ployees, but there was provision In 
the" bill to cover this small detail. 

That this was substantially the same 
amendment reported in committee, 
when argument pro and con was very 
comprehensive, was pointed out by 
the minister of public works; the 
amendment w.as lost, four affirmative 
votes only being counted. 

Report was then adopted and third 
reading of tin.' bill taken. 

On the report on the "Bush Fires 
Act" amendment bill being reached and 
adoption being moved, 

Mr. Williams moved: To amend sub- 
section (5) of section 2 by adding the 
following words: "Where any farmer 
or owner of land neglects or refuses to 
obtain such permit lie may be held re- 
sponsible for any damage that may oc- 
cur to surrounding holdings by the 
starting of such fires." 

To add the following as a new sub- 
section 

"(li.) Any farmer or settler clear- 
ing land adjoining or contiguous, to 
land held as wild lands under the As- 
sessment Act, shall, upon satisfying 
the Government Agent for the District 
In which such lands are situated that 
his operations will be facilitated there 
by, obtaining an order from such go- 
ernment agent requiring the owner of 
such wild land to clear a satisfactory 
fire guard around, or partly around, 
such wild land." 

To add the following as a new sec- 
tion: 

".1. Section 10 of the said chapter 
XI of the Revised Statutes* 1897. (pro- 
viding for a division of fines with in- 
formers) is hereby repealed." 

The proposals were rejected by the 
House, and report adopted. 

In committee on the Municipal 
clauses act, 

Bills Advanced. 

Mr. Brewster moved to add the fol- 
lowing: (190.) For exempting from 
taxation any piece or parcel of land 
within any municipality used as a park, 
athletic club or association, or recrea- 
tion ground to which the public is ad- 
mitted, and which is not organized 
for commercial purposes or solely for 
obtaining profit."

The 
Indications now are that far from finish- 
ing tholr work here In a couple of days 
as they first oxpeeted the commissioners 
will be engaged here for the major por- 
tion of the week. 

In replying to an interruption from Mr. 
Bodwell, who represents the Insurance 
companies, Mr. ShcUcrosa said that ho 
was not attacklne in any manner the 
commissions paid to agents of compan- 
ies but the economy of the companies 
themselves in their operation of busi- 
ness. Ho then asked Mr. Day to take 
the Bluo Hook and give the total losses 
paid and the premiums received by nil 
Canadian companies' during the last 
forty years. Mr. Day placed the am- 
ounts before Mr. Shallcross and then 
stated that the figures showed that the 
British companies had made more money 
in Canada during the period mentioned 
than hud tho Canadian companies owing 
to the fact that they were more con- 
servative and had not cut tholr rates as 
the Canadian companies had done. Mr. 
Day said that as had been stated before 
tho underwriters did not usk that tho 
business In this province should bo re- 
stricted to local companies but merely 
that outsldo companies should be forced 
to do business here on the same tonus 
as local companies. 

Various Interpretations 
Mr. Shallcross went on to examine Mr. 
Day as to tho various interpretations 
that might be put on the clauses of tho 
proposed legislation. Mr. Shallcross 
then declared that tho United States 
laws were more stringent, as regards 
companies than tho Canadian laws in 
that they included capital as liability. 
In Canada this was not done and a com- 
pany here under existing laws might 
lose 05 per cent of its assets and still 
do business. 

In replying to an assertion on tho 
part of Mr. Shallcross affecting Lloyd's 
Mr. Day said that it was not for Lloyd's 
to lay down tho law for this province. 
By the proposed bill the underwriters 
were merely asking that certain re- 
strictions might bo made hi order that 
local companies might be allowed to re- 
ceive the business that was rightfully 
theirs. 

Towards tho close of the afternoon 
session a report by Robert Howe. C. IS., 
an expert on tho matter of flro protection, 
respecting the high-presure system pro- 
posed here some time ago which ho 
estimated would cost 5250,000 was put 
in as an exhibit by .Mr. Day. This ar- 
oused Mr. Kor who said that If this re- 
port was to go in ho thought special 
attention should bo paid to It. It was, ho 
declared, considered at the time it was 
sent in, tho most absurd and most ri- 
diculous report ever submitted to an 
intelligent public. Mr. Ker had not 
thought that it would ever see the light 
of day again. Mr. Bodwell said that 
then Mr. Ker ought to bo gratified. 

Tiro Chief to Tostify. 

When the commission adjourned it 
was intimated that W. S. Lawson would 
go on the stand today and perhaps Fire 
Chief Davis. 

At tho morning session yesterday Mr. 
Shallcross occupied the major portion of 
the lime in his cross-examination of Mr. 
Day. Mr. Ulin, manager of the Taylor 
Mill Company was recalled and showed 
a letter from Lloyd's agents explaining 
tho discrepancy of $7,000 in his com- 
pany's policy pointed out by Mr. Bodwell 
on Monday. Mr. Ulin said that his firm 
had been tho first to take up with 
Lloyd's policies In this city- and that he 
was instrumental in getting other lead- 
ing firms to take this Insurance.. He 
had carried insurance with Lloyd's since 
1U0S and his present board rate he be- 
lieved was 10 per cent:. 

Mr. Shallcross in cross-examining Mr. 
Day said that he hoped to show that the 
expense of tho board companies in con- 
ducting their business was heavier than 
It ought to be anil that as a result the 
Insurers had to pay exhorbitant rates. 
Mr. Day said that tho board companies 
were not seeking a monopoly nor were 
they trying to advance the rates. It 
was their belief that if the bill were 
passed the rates would be reduced. An 
inquiry by government agents into all 
fires of serious proportions would tend 
to make tho owners more careful and 
would therefore have tho effect of re- 
ducing tho number of fires. Mr. Day 
would not say that 00 per cent of tho 
fires were of Incendiary origin. He had 
been asked if they would say this on the 
intimation that Mr. Bodwell had made 
tho statement. Mr. Day said that what 
Mr. Bodwell had said was that 00 per 
cent of the flro losses were caused by 
Incendrlay fires and this was quite a 
different thing. 

Mr. Day Explains. 
Frequently .Mr. Day complained that 
Mr. Shallcross was trying to examine 
him on tho whole question of Insurance 
when he could speak only on certain 
phases of it. He repeated tho statement 
that tho lnsurance companies looked up- 
on It as tho duty of the government to 
make an Investigation Into all fires of 
a serious nature. Mr. Day could not 
Bay who woald bear the expense. The 
Insurance companies would bear the ex- 
pense of tho Insurance department. Mr. 
Day Indignantly denied that the Inten- 
tion of the underwriters was to shoulder 
or, tlio government the onus of probing 
fire losses as an excuse for delaying or 
denying payment of such losses. He 
went on to quoto a concrete example 
which ho sntd was not Isolated where 
his company had paid a loss which it 
was not legally entitled to pay simply 
because it believed in the bona fides of 
its customer. 

Mr. Day did not think that the en- 
forcement of the bill would tend to In- 
crease rates. Bather would It be an ad- 
vantage to Vlotorla If Lloyd's wero not 
to come here In tho same manner as it 
today in regard to tho removal ofh vouU1 bo advantage from Mr. Spenc- 

^ r . ... 1 er's standpoint if Eaton s did not come 

here. Then Mr. Shallcross asked whe- 
ther if he could show that the proposed 
bill would tend to increase rates and 
would not give desirable security to 
policy holders, Mr. Day would withdraw 
the bill or rccconunend that it bo with- 
drawn. 

Othor Points in Tavor. 

Mr. Hay said he certainly would not 
as there wero many other points In favor 
of the bill. 

Asked if ho thought that, when a man 
could not get the kind of Insurance ho 
requlrod from a board company he 
should tuko what insurance the com-

Prominent Victorian on Train 
Which Was Pinned Between 
Two Immense Snowslides in I 
the Rockies' 



When tho great snowslides from the 
Rockies over the C. P. R. railroad oc- 
curred, one sweeping to death a train- 
loan of workmen, tho regular passenger 
train was standing at Roger's Pass and 
among the passengers was A. II. Mitch- 
ell, of the firm of Challoner & Mitchell, 
of this city. 

Until arriving at the summit of the 
Solklrks, Mr. Mitchell,' who had been 
visiting Toronto and Strathroy, Ontario, 
on business In connection with the 
Mooney Biscuit Co., in which he holds 
considerable stock, had heard nothing 
of any trouble through avalanches in 
tho mountains. On reaching there the 
train was held up and inquiring found 
that snow and Ice had swept down on 
tho track ahead and that it would be 
Impossible to go forward for some 
time. Tho workmen were out clearing 
the right-of-way. That samo night the 
disaster of which tho papers have been 
full during the past, several days hap- 
pened. 

Tho. catastrophe took place at mid- 
night, or thereabouts. , Tho gangs, Mr. 
Mitchell says, were still busy. The 
work was continued day and night In 
order that tho passenger and freight 
trains might continues on their way to 
the coast at the earliest possible mo- 
ment. It was while thus engaged that 
the second deluge from tho mountain 
side descended and swept tho faithful 
workmen to their deaths. Mr. Mitchell 
and his fellow-passengers heard the 
dreadful news in the morning. They 
proceeded to view the wreck, witnessed 
the work of rescue In progress and saw 
the mutilated bodies being taken away. 
For sixty hours tho passenger train re- 
mained at Roger's Pass. Yesterday the 
right-of-way was open and Mr. Mitchell 
reached home by last night's boat. Mrs. 
Mitchell, whoso state of mind when 
realizing that Mr. Mitchell would bo on 
the train that would reach Roger's Pass 
about tho time of the fatal slide, can 
bo more easily imagined than described, 
met him at Vancouver.

GROCERS' GUILD WINS 



Chief Justice Falconbridpo Finds It 
Not Guilty On Indictment 
s of Conspiracy 

TORONTO, March S.— "Not guilty" 
Is tho endorsement of Chief Justice 
Falconbridge on the Indictment of 
conspiracy to enhance prices brought 
against tho grocers' combine at the 
autumn assizes hero in 1909. 

Indictment charged the grocers' 
guild with unduly limiting facili- 
ties in producing, manufacturing, 
supplying ar.d dealing In sugar, to- 
bacco, starch, canned goods, salt, cer- 
eals and other articles to restrain 
trade and injure commerce in con- 
nection with these commodities, to 
unreasonably enhance price and to 
lessen competition in production in 
respect to these goods. 

The case opened for trial on Sept. 
1, 1007, and closed January 7, 1910. 
There are over 1,000 pages of evi- 
dence. Chief Justice Falconbridge 
states that "the guild's origin wan due 
to the fact that conditions of trade 
wore very bad, and it was necessary 
in order to prevent disaster amongst 
those engaged in wholesale business 
to meet and confer with a view of 
seeing what measures might bo ar- 
rived at to improve such conditions. 

Tho judgment contains 7,000 words 
and makes 22 typewritten pages. 
The case cost the guild about $12,000.

He hadn't yet made a trip through tho 
region but It was well known that, the 
district was one eminently adapted to 
agricultural pursuits and It was. ex- 
pected that, with tho advent of trans- 
portation facilities, the land would be 
taken up, cultivated extensively, ami 
become one of the great wbeatgrowing 
centres of the northwest. One of the 
features of the system was the fact 
that tho lino would connect with a 
steamship service, giving southern Can- 
ada direct, rapid and convenient com.- 
muntcatton with the Arctic circle. From 
Fort MeMurray by lakes and the Mac- 
kenzie river It would be possible to 
reach tho outposts of the Dominion

mentary estimates for tho purchase of 
a LobnIIz dredge to work In tho har- 
bor. The board of trade was anxious 
to secure two of these and to arrange 
that a twenty-four-hour shift Should bo 
worked on all dredges used In the hsr- 
bor. "Whether this matter has been 
granted by tho Dominion authorities 
will bo divulged at tomorrow's meet- 
ing.

nearly as much care, as they ought to 
to Inform themselves as to tho views 
held by the employing class and of the 
considerations which, apart from tho 
mere matter , of value received, must 
■bo considered in fixing the rate of 
wages. A contemporary, speaking of 
Prof. Maglll's views, says that per- 
haps the representatives of Labor 
might resent any effort on the part of 
the employing class to study the 
men's sldo of the co.se; but wo do not 
think tho fear has any, good founda- 
tion. Most wage-earners are reason- 
able men and have everything to gain 
by securing steady employment. As 
a rule they have nothing much to fall 
back upon in tho event of a loss of 
work, and a very large proportion of 
them have wives and children depen- 
dent upon them. Such men are pro- 
disposed in favor of anything that wll 1 
make their relations with their em- 
ployers amicable, and we believe they 
would welconio any attempt oh the 
part of tho latter to reach a complete 
understanding of tho labor question 
as it appears to wage-earners. Em- 
ployers ought not to lose sight of tho 
fn,et that there Is no class in the 
community which studies economic 
questions as fully as the men to whom 
they pay wages. In every other line 
of investigation, those who look only 
from one side only sec half, and there 
Is no reason for supposing that work- 
lngmen are any different In this res- 
pect from other people. The relations 
of employer and employed call for 
much greater study than they have 
yet received. They call from the lat- 
ter greater attention to the reasonable 
rights of the former, and from the 
former an endeavor to comprehend 
the point of view of the latter. 



CONSERVATION OF RESOURCES 

There was a discussion in the House 
of Commons the other day over a cer- 
tain water-power and a good deal 
was said about the necessity of con- 
serving tills for the people. We are 
not quite sure what is meant by this. 
There is indeed a good deal of loose 
talk about the conservation of natural 
resources. A water-power is not con- 
served by being allowed to run down 
to tho sea forever. It may bo pretty 
to- Jlook | at, but it is of no public or 
private service unless It is harnessed 
and put to work. Yet as soon as It Is 
proposed to do this the cry is raised 
that tile power ought to be conserved 
for the use of the people. We know 
nothing of the merits of the case dis- 
cussed in Parliament and are speak- 
ing without reference to it. What has 
occurred in that ease may easily oc- 
cur any day in. British Columbia 
Some one may want to harness a wa- 
ter-power and there is almost cer- 
tain to go up a cry against It on the 
ground that a public utility is being 
converted to a private use. We hear 
criticism of this kind against every- 
thing relating to public property. We 
are strongly in favor of the policy of 
conservation, but as many people ad- 
vocate it, stagnation would be the re- 
sult, What is needed in the public In- 
terest is the conservative utilization 
of natural resources and the protec- 
tion of the public interest so far as is 
possible In view of the fact that It Ik 
only toy private enterprise that those 
resources can be turned to public ad- 
vantage. 



LABOR TROUBLES 

Professor Magill, of Ualhousle Col- 
lege, Halifax, after a great deal of 
consideration, lias reached the conclu- 
sion that one of the causes of labor 
troubles is the failure of employers to 
understand tho point of view of those 
in their employ. Ho says thaUhe does 
not believe that In any of the dllll- 
culties between musters and men that 
have recently arisen in Nova Scotia, 
tho former have studied the labor 
question to any extent whatever. Pos- 
sibly tho converse- of the proposition 
is true, and wago-ettrnora do hft lake 



ENCOURAGING SETTLEMENT. 

The announcement that the Esqui- 
mau and Nanaimo Railway company 
proposes to clear 1,000 acres near Al- 
berni Is very good news. It indicates 
that the company is satisfied with the 
result of its land-clearing policy, and 
this means a groat deal. It also en- 
sures tho settlement along the railway 
of a number of .cultivators, who will 
begin their farm life on tho Island un- 
der favorable conditions. AVhile ■ many 
people have come Into British Colum- 
bia and converted heavily timbered 
lands Into productive farms, and while 
many others will do the same thing in 
tho future, tho work is of such a char- 
acter that persons unfamiliar with It 
will shrink from It. No doubt there Is 
a disposition to magnify the difficulty 
attending land clearing, to represent 
as impossible what hundreds of men 
have accomplished; nevertheless, in 
view of tho fact that there are .other 
parts of Canada where farms"_caif_bo 
got ready for the plough, settlement on 
Vancouver Island Is handicapped by 
the existence of forests. Land-clear- 
ing on this Island, except under very 
favorable circumstances. Is too serious 
an undertaking for the settler from 
the United Kingdom to embark in 
without previous experience. 

We arc not inclined to look upon 
the policy of the E. & N. Railway in 
this regard as permanent, but rather 
as experimental. The company will 
show what can be done with the forest 
lands, and while it may continue to 
clear up various areas, we shall not 
be surprised to find that It will lead 
to the adoption of some plan of CO- 
opei alive land-clearing amongc farm- 
ers themselves. We have thought a 
good deal over the suggestion that the 
governmon' should take the matter up 
directly; and while a very good case 
t-an be made oat in theory, when it 
comes to working out details, great 
difficulties arise. We think we see a 
way by which public assistance might 
he given to* co-operative land clearing 
associations, although we are not yet 
fully satisfied as to the details of such 
a project. We would remind readers, 
who like ourselves desire to see some- 
thing done to facilitate the prepara- 
tion of land for settlers, that every 
proposal comes down to details in the 
end. and that these ought to be care- 
fully worked out before any scheme is 
adopted. We would like to hear from 
coirrospondents on the subject of co- 
operative land-clearing, with or with- 
out government assistance. 



NATURALIZATION. 

In a recent number of the Busy 
Man's Magazine the leading article is 
devoted to the effect of naturaliza- 
tion proceedings in Canada, and it is 
pointed out that a naturalized citizen 
of this country possesses none of tie' 
rights of a British subject outside of 
the Dominion. Thus Sir Thomas 
Shaughnessy Is a Canadian citizen and 
In Canada a British subject, taut he I.s 
. entitled to be recognized as such 
the United Kingdom or abroad. 
Doubtless no one suffers any incon- 
venience from this, but the time might 
omo when the effect of the distinction 
might be serious. There is no differ- 
ence in this respect between persons 
naturalized in Australia or South 
Africa or any other self-governing por- 
tion of the Empire beyond seas. The 
luso Is not to be sought in our legis- 
lation, but in that of the United King- 
dom, which doi.'.s not grant naturaliza- 
tion to any person unless he Intends to 
become a resident of that country and 
has resided there for live years. 

a contrary idea has prevailed, and 
there Is authority for it in the British 
North America Act, which confers 
upon the Dominion Parliament the 
right to legislate on naturalization; but 
the view that obtains is that this power 
restricted to confcii'I;« e t"<j 1'ish.t." 
of citizenship upon aliens in Canada 
and while they are within Canada. 
Thus a naturalized' Canadian would 1»> 
a foreigner in England and would bo 



Ineligible to citizenship unless ho be- 
came naturalized there. So also, wo 
think, ho would bo a foreigner in Aus- 
tralia. 

We think a time has come when dif- 
ferent arrangement should be arrived 
at. All the self-governing parts of the 
Empire have determined to co-operate 
in a plan of mutual defence. Surely 
with this there ought to go mutual 
citizenship. So far as tho United 
Kingdom Is concerned nothing can he 
done except by the British Parliament, 
but there can he no difficulties in the 
way of recognition by Canada, Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, South Africa and 
indeed all the various parts of the 
over-seas Dominions that naturaliza- 
tion In one Is equivalent to naturaliza- 
tion In the other. This is more than 
a mere empty sentiment. We are mak- 
ing Canadian citizens 'by the thousand 
every year by the process of natural- 
ization. The question arises if tho 
children of such citizens will be Brit- 
ish subjects and entitled to be recog- 
nized such in every part of the world. 
If they are not, and if the naturalized 
citizens of Canada remain foreigners 
as regards the rest of the Empire, Can- 
ada mey become un'-Britlsh in popula- 
tion to a very large degree. . In these 
days when we are all talking Empire, 
it seems as if this subject ought not 
to be overlooked. It i.s not a new 
question by any means. Who should 
take the initiative in bringing about 
the necessary change in the law of the 
United Kingdom we do not know, lint 
the press might advantageously dis- 
cuss the whole subject. 

.Mr. Joseph Chamberlain took tho 
question up at one time, and seemed 
likely to remedy the difficulty, iils 
retirement put an end to whatever 
plans he had in mind, ami his succes- 
sor, Mi-. Lyttleton, does not seem to 
have given it any consideration. Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier drew the attention of 
tlie Imperial Conference to it, and 
there seemed to be a prospect that Mr. 
Herbert Gladstone would prepare tin; 
necessary legislation; but for some 
unknown reason, possibly the pressure 
of other matters, caused another post- 
ponement. Apparently the only diffi- 
culty in the way is the failure of the 
home authorities to appreciate the need 
of action, and perhaps a little persis- 
tent agitation on the part of Cana- 
dian newspapers would have a' good 
effect.

HAL CHASE ON 

SACRIFICE HIT 



The sacrifice hit is, perhaps, over- 
worked by most managers, says Hal 
Chase. This is the case at least with 
tho leaders, who persist in running 
their teams under an unwavering sys- 
tem. There aro managers who do not 
give their players the credit of rea- 
soning ability. They say: "Go hit it 
out," or "sacrifice," or "wait him out" 
and never forgive the disobedience of 
sueli order. Now thero is no manager 
who can think for the man at tho bat. 
Conditions may change in a twinkling'. 
If a pitcher Is looking for a sacrifice 
he can naturally make the tusk a 
mighty difficult operation for tho aver- 
ago batter. If he is looking for a sae- 
rlllce, that Is the ideal opportunity to 
effectively work Lite Mt-'ai'jd-run. That 
is why the batsman should lie placed 
on his own responsibility. That Is 
why, with the aid of a live base-run- 
ner, iie may always take a chance with 
the unexpected. 

The sacrifice hit Is naturally an 
emergency play. As a rule It should bo 
worked In Its routine character only 
in the pinch. It is almost Indispensa- 
ble In a tight squeeze when a run 
means victory. Naturally it Is least 
costly When one or more runners are 
on base with none out. The sacrifice 
concedes one of the three necessary 
put-outs to the enemy. Its purposo is 
to advance the base-runnoi- to a position 
where a single or long fly will result In 
a score.

original shape. The cars were shat- 
tered into splinters. Underneath the 
engina several bodies were found. 
Nearly all the railway men were burled 
under tons of the debris. The bodies 
were nil frozen stiff. The hands of 
nearly all the bodies were extended in 
front of their feces as though they had 
been animated with the idea. . of : self- 
preservation in the fatal moment when 
the ' avalanche descended. The faces 
nearly all 'wore - a peaceful look. As 
victim after victim was .recovered the 
bodies were Btrttpped * on Improvised 
toboggans and hauled to Glacier sta- 
tion, three miles down the slope. The 
women passengers were deeply af- 
fected by the gruosomo ' sights,' and 
many of them could not suppress their 
tears. I have seen life in all its phases 
in many countries, but the sad sights 
I witnessed at the summit of the ,Sel- 
klnks hasrn nde a more lasting impres- 
sion than any other experience." 
Blown Out of Rotary. 
Mr. Anderson, another passenger, 
said: 

"Not a 'bruise was to bo found' on 
any of the bodies that I saw taken but 
Like white and bronze statues, the 
whites and Orientals were recovered 
one by one. It was not within the range 
of human possibility that one would 
•bo found alive." 

"And how many were entombed?" 

"Well, they said somewhere between 
HO and GO " 

' "I chatted for a moment," continued 
Mr. Anderson, "with the only one that 
did escape, Fireman Lachane of the 
rotary. In some remarkable manner 
a current of wind swept him from his 
position to a place of safety on the 
mountain side, and yet passed by the 
engineer and others of the train crew. 
Lachance said that It came so sudden- 
ly and witli such force that he was in 
the snow high up on the side of the 
mountain before he realized what had 
happened. Bvon then, but a moment 
later, there was nothing to be seen of 
the rotary, the work train, the crew, 
or the men. It was to him, he said, as 
if he had been tramping alone in a 
wilderness of snow with no other hu- 
man being about. Lachance is the 
only one that escaped."

That would do more for the 
defence of 'tho empire than the plan 
proposed by the government. 

Another Scene. 

The second scene came during the 
speech of Mr. Neeley, of Humboldt, 
who strongly supported the govern- 
ment plan and opposed Mr. Borden's 
counter proposals on the ground that 
It would involve taxation without re- 
presentation. Ho then made a fling 
at Dr. Edwards, of Frontenac, resent- 
the alleged charges of disloyalty that 
that member had levelled against the 
French Canadians. 

Dr. Edwards was on his feet In a 
moment. He had not charged the 
people of Quebec with disloyalty, and 
anyone who said that he had did not 
know the meaning of the English 
language. He demanded a withdrawal 
from Mr. Neeley. 

Mr. Neeley refused to withdraw, and 
there was more noise. Finally the 
Speaker ruled that Dr. Edwards' state- 
ment must be accepted and Mr. Neeley 
must withdraw. 

Mr. Neeley only made matters worse 
by saying lie would accept Dr. Ed- 
wards' statement, but would have to 
qualify his withdrawal by, saying that 
if Dr. Edwards had not made, such a 
charge against the French Canadians 
he had used the wrong words and 
prases to express his intentions. 

Dr. Edwards protested against tills, 
and again the hubbub broke out, tho 
Opposition 'refusing to allow Mr. 
Neeley to continue until an unquali- 
fied withdrawal was made. 

Dr. Reid. of Grenville, supported the 
Borden amendment, as he said it 
would do something and prevent Can- 
ada from occupying the humiliating 
position of letting the taxpayers of 
England bear all the burden of naval 
defence. 

Honore Gervaise, of St. James', 
Montreal, arguing for tho bill, said 
that Canada was not free to reject 
the request for aid made by Great 
Britain, as Canada was not an in- 
dependent natlpn. The question of 
naval defence should not be discussed 
from the- view of race or religion. 
Canada was simply a province of the 
British Empire-. She has! no status 
in relation to foreign states, and was 
subject to the caprices of the parlia- 
ment at Westminster. It would cost 
but a few cents a head to build ships 
to protect Canada and develop our 
national pride, therefore he support- 
ed the bill. He dwelt on the small 
number of people in Quebec who had 
signed the plebiscite petitions. 

VV. It. Smyth. of East Algoma, 
taunted Sir Wilfrid Laurlor witli 
devoting all his speech to prove his 
loyalty. It was not necessary for Mr. 
Borden to do this. Every one know 
where the Opposition leader stood. Mr. 
Smyth strongly resented the: inde- 
pendence speeches of Mr. Turcotte, of 
Nicolet. and Mr. Lachance, of Quebec. 
He was convinced of the loyalty of 
the French Canadians, and said they 
would not be led away by any such 
talk. Mr, Smyth supported Mr. Bor- 
den's amendment.

■Tho existing contract "between the 
government of Australia, :Ncw Zealand 
and Canada and the Union Stea.ni- 
ship company will expire in July, 
when the new arrangement will come 
into force. The MaKura and Mara, ma 
will provide tho service in the first 
place, but it Is probable that a third 
steamer will be put on the route.

AFTER J UDGE L P NGLEY 

Senator Landry Objects to His Inde- 
pendence Speeches, and £>ir H, 
Cartwright Is Facetious 
- 

OTTAWA, March S. — There was 
some sharp cro'Ssnrlng In the senate, 
today on the subject of Canadian in- 
dependence; concerning which much 
had been heard. In the Commons ot 
late. Senator Landry wanted to kneOW 
if the government intended "to put a 
stopper" on the zeal of Judfe Longley 
of Nova Scotia, who seemed to lie 
tearing about the country preach am; 
the doctrine that it would be best to 
snap the tie that binds Canada to tho 
Motherland. Sir- .Richard Cartwrlsht 
grimly retorted that he was not aware 
of any method by which the govern- 
ment- could put a stopper on Judge 
Longley, w|th any regard to his phy- 
sical health, which is the nearest ap- 
proach to a humorous remark heard 
in the senate for many a day. 

Senator Landry called attention to 
Judge LongJey's address in Quebec on 
February 25. He was reported as 
moving: "The question was tit Is: 
Were such .men as he saw- before h Im 
going to be content to occupy a sec- 
ondary position? He did not advo- 
cate an immediate severance of their 
relations with the empire. But later 
on they must secure some national 
status and develop a pride in Cui-u- 
dianlsrh. In time this question of na- 
tionhood must overwhelm all else. 
They could not endure to be always 
called Colonists. AVhen their popula- 
tion should have amounted to fifty 
miliOhs W0uh3 England still send thehl 
a governor-general, and VvOtlld they 
always lie dependent on a smaller 
community? When Canada: was stron- 
ger she must assume her place prop- 
erly amongst the nations. If thtey 
must have union with England, let It 
be a union of equality. He hoped and 
expected that even though he nileclit 
not live to see it himself his children 
might live to see the day when CaJl- 
ada would be recognized as a nation." 

Senator Landry said he called at- 
tention to the speech to show that a 
flank movement was being carried out 
in Quebec by some one. lie objected 
to it. 

"I wish to say," said Senator Lan- 
dry, "that in our province today 'vvo 
are nerfectly content with what -svo 
have, , and what we have -we want to 
keep. Therefore I regret to see a su- 
preme court judge carrying on a pro- 
paganda for Canadian independence," 
Senator Landry asked the govern- 
ment if Judge Longley obtained leave 
of absence, and the permission of the 
government to make such a. propaga n- 
da in favor of the rupture, of the col- 
onial tie, and if the government re- 
pudiated complicity was It intend Cll 
to put a stopper on his zeal. 

Sir Richard Cartwright said Judge 
Longley was a judge of tho supreme 
court of Nova Scotia, that he did not 
obtain leave of absence from the go^v- 
eminent, nor had in.: the permission 
of the government for such a propa- 
ganda In favor of the' rupture of.tlw 
colonial tie, that the government ga~vo 
him no such permission or leave ol| 
absence for any time. "Touching the. 
question," said Sir Rchard, "of the 
complicity of the government, I b«g 
to say that they are in no way re- 
sponsible for any after-dinner utter- 
ances of Judgo Longley or any. other 
gentleman who may choose to pro- 
phesy what may happen when Canaclii 
obtains a population of fifty millions, 
a figure which, with all nay zeal and 
all my hope for the future of Canuotn, 
I think is in the distant future. 
Touching the request that wo shou Id 
put a stopper on Judge Lor^Icy, (li fit 
would require consideration. I nm not 
aware of any method by which ttie 
government could put a stopper on 
him with any regard to his physical 
health." 

This ended the incident, hut Sena- 
tor Mills renewed a protest which iio 
has frequently made, against the arms 
id' Canada being in the mosaic floor to 
the entrance to tho parliament build- 
ings.' He thought It highly Improper 
that senators, members and even me to 
people should walk over thcin every 
day. v 

Another flash of humor occurred in 
the resumed debate on Senator Bel- 
court's bill to forbid the pollution of 
streams. Senator Polder -voiced ttio 
solemn opinion that sewngc did not 
obstruct streams and that the "colon 
bacillus" did not impede navigation.

Ad stood up to the big fellow nnd 
hammered away harmlessly, while he 
had no difficulty in parrying the imi- 
tation blows that Jeff aimed at him. 
Both perspired freely and declared It 
a good workout. 

Draws Color Lino 

Some folks have dared to cast a 
doubt that Ad Woigast is champion 
lightweight of the world, but Ad dis- 
pelled all that sort of stuff when he 
drew the color-lino down at Los 
Angeles the other day. It's always a 
sure mark of a champion when he 
Issues an ultimatum against mixing 
with the black brows of the ring. 

It happened at Jim Jeffries' homo, 
when Wolgast had motored — get that 
word "motored"? — out to the Jeffries 
placo to say hello to the big fellow. A 
Los Angeles sporting writer tells the 
story: 

Wolcast complained to Jeff that his 
loft wrist had gone back on him in the 
Point Richmond battle, and the big 
man advised Ad as to a special exer- 
cise to strengthen these muscles. Jef- 
Iries himself said that he had not been 
feeling- the way he should during the 



past twelvo hours. "Had a chill last 
night," he grunted. "But then it's 
nothing to get scared about; every- 
body has a bud day once in a while. 
I'm anxious to get started working 
regularly. I'll commence Monday with 
Armstrong and keep going right along 
from now on." 

Wolgast went on record with a bind- 
ing statement that so long as beholds 
the 133 -pound championship he will 
never fight a colored man. "It isn't 
that I draw the color line because I've 
already stepped over the chocolate 
mark three times," he said, "but I 
don't believe in giving a black man a 
chance to fight for a world's cham- 
pionship.

Should ono 
bob up in the future he might just as 
well keep away from my door, as there 
won't bo any work in sight for him. 
Make this statement strong so that I 
can refer to it in the future in caso 
the dlnges start bothering me." 

HEDGEWISCH, III., March 8.— This 
town gave its mayor, Battling Nelson, 
a rousing reception the other day. 
The defeated lightweight's return re- 
sembled former triumphant entries 
into Ilegewisch, and there is not a 
light fan here who doesn't believe 
that Bat was undertralned and his 
defeat due to that fact.

Crowd of Breeders Will Bring 
Strings From Different Cities 
of Northwest — Local Dog- 
men Are Confident 



.Victoria's annual bench show : opons 
today at Assembly hall, anjl con- 
tinues until Friday evening. 

If the predictions of those in charge 
are •well-founded it is going to bo 
something exceptional in point of tho 
number of entries and the merit of 
the aristocratic canines entered in tho 
various classes. 

Never before, according to author- 
ized report, has a local display been 
so evenly represented in all the stan- 
dard varieties. The claim which cri- 
tics have advanced in the past that 
tho shows here are lob -sided because 
of the excessive attention paid to tho 
sporting classes to tho neglect of the 
others cannot apply to tins week's af- 
fair. While the fanciers of setters 
and pointers have been just as busy 
as of yore those who are fond of the 
fox terrier, the cocker spaniel, the 
collie and others have not been inac- 
tive. The result is that tho distribu- 
tion of tho different species will prove 
that the former classes do not greatly 
outnumber the latter. . In all the var- 
ieties indicated there will bo dogs of 
the bluest blood— dogs which would 
command attention under the judge of 
a New York or a Chicago show. 

Another step taken by thoso In 
charge which has met with general 
commendation is tho announcement 
that in all classes, placed under "mis- 
cellaneous" in the catalogue, for 
which there aro three or more entries, 
distinct classes will bo created. This, 
it was thought — and it is believed that 
the results havo shown that thoso re- 
sponsible were correct — would encour- 
age the fanciers of species not gener- 
ally bred, to enter their canine favor- 
ites. 

Big Entry Lict. 

Whllo it was not definitely known 
at the time of going to press last 
night how many dogs might be ex- 
pected from outside points, it is as- 
sured ' that Vancouver, New West- 
minster, Seattle, Tacoma, and prob- 
ably kennels of Portland, Ore., will be 
represented, For' the most part tho 
visitors will bring setters, pointers, 
cocker spaniels, and fox terriers. The 
breeders of the former are anxious to 
pit themselves against the celebrated 
dogs owned 'here. Their curiosity has 
been strongly aroused by the report 
of the importation here of Red Bank, 
the champion pointer, and they are 
desirous of placing their best against 
him in open competition. 

Still another factor which has had 
considerable to do with the general 
interest evinced in Victoria's show is 
tho knowledge that tho judging is In 
the hands of specialists, men compe- 
tent to make the awards satisfactory 
to all acquainted with the necessary 
qualifications for winners in tho spe- 
cies placed under their charge. A. H. 
Lauder, who will distribute the blue 
ribbons among the setters and point- 
ers, is a man of reputation and has 
been accepted by all fanciers con- 
cerned -without a murmur. Thomas 
Pierce, of England, who will judge the 
terriers, is one possessing, through 
long experience, ail the qualifications 
necessary to make him thoroughly 
capable of deciding between the differ- 
ent competitions, whi'e George Tinto, 
of Seattle, has the general knowledge 
requisite necessary to make It pos- 
sible for him to satisfactorily deal 
with all the other breeds.

It 
was about two years ago that the Col- 
umbia readied the camp to find that 
Bennett, the manager, was dead, and 
Norton badly injured because of a 
blast. They had been blowing up 
stumps, and Bennett was blown ninety 
feet away, badly mangled, one. arm 
being torn off and his wide shredded. 
Norton was lying thrty feet away, 
having been blown that distance by 
the blast, his jaw was broken and lie 
was in a horrible condition. 

Dr. Hannlngton saved his lite. lie 
worked on him there for two hours 
and Sat with -him for 4S hours before 
he got him to Rock Bay hospital. 

The log of th'J Columbia contains 
many a similar entry. Here Is one. 

On our way south we called at 
Allison's camp, Green River rapids. 
Just before we pulled out word came 
from the woods that Paul Fuller had 
been "knocked out." lie was stand- 
ing pn a log when a tree that had 
been cut fell across It, tossing it in 
tlie air. He fell among the stumps 
and debris, and, considering the cir- 
cumstances, came off very well. Br. 
Gray and a stretcher party at once 
went to his assistance and found that 
wfHIc lie was suffering a good deal 
from the shock and some nasty cuts 
about the head and face, he -was not 
fatally injured, lie was taken aboard 
the Columbia and brought to Rock 
Bay hospital, where he soon recover- 
ed. 

With tho craft 1101;- used there is 
scant room for sick passengers, and 
on one occasion two cases of typhoid 
fever, had to be carried four days, 
during two of which the steamer was 
buffeted' in a strong southeast gale, 
the sufferers being berthed in the din- 
ing saloon, where the remainder of tho 
company lived and ate. On tlie new 
vessel a hospital is provided.

Swimming from a stranded' launch 
perched on a reef off Discovery island 
on Sunday to carry a line ashore John 
Mcwat of the Globe Realty Company 
was badly cut about Hie arms and 
body on the shell-covered rocks, but 
he saved a party of Victorians from 
an uncomfortable foodless night such 
us Capt. Moraes had to put In before 
the launch was floated. 'J'he party in- 
cluding Mowat, Tom Graham and 
small son, Jason Graham and George 
Grant, of the Victoria hotel, and two 
visitors, a Manltoban and United 
States mining man, went from Vic- 
toria with Capt. Moraes In a gasoline 
launch on Sunday morning bound on 
a shooting and fishing expedition. 
They had little success, and called at 
an Indian rancherlc to catch some 
fish with silver bait, and were leaving 
tlie village when the launch grounded 
on a reef, and as the water receded 
she perched up on tlie rock. 

After sitting in tlie stranded craft 
for some timo the boat became un- 
stable, and then the real estate man 
offered to swim ashore. He fastened 
a fishing line about his ^vaist," with 
which to haul a rope, and with this 
endeavored to drag tlie launch from 
the reef, and jumped into tho chill 
blue sea. It was the coldest bath he 
lias had. He made the swim safely, 
being a stocky,'; strong- built man, and 
reached tho rocks. The shells which 
covered them badly lacerated his arms 
before lie cou .1 haul himself from the 
water, and afterward -when he was 
hauling a line with a valise containing 
dry clothing from tho launch it broke, 
and ho toppled over among the rocks, 
cutting his back and shaking himself 
up badly. 

Bleeding and sore ' he walked for 
for. over a mile to an Indian village, 
where he secured an old Siwash with 
a catboat, and most of the occupants 
of the launch were taken off. Shortly 
after this the launch tilted over throw- 
ing a rille, two overcoats and some 
other things Into tlie sea. Moraes. the 
launch man remained, and he spent 
an uncomfortable night on board. Tlie 
launch /floated tin ' Monday morning, 
and ho- returned to this city during the 
afternoon, having been without food 
since noon the previous day. Tho 
other members of the party were taken 
to Oalc Bay by an . Indian, who de- 
manded a fare of J7 for the trip.

Vessel Which Alaska Steamship V 
Dickering for Is Destroyed at 
Portland, Maine. 



BOSTON, Mass., March S.— The 
steamship Manhattan, of the Maine 
Steamship line, which was recently 
purchased by the Alaska Coast Steam- 
ship Company, caught fire at her 
dock in Portland, Me., and was com- 
pletely destroyed by the flames, Tlie 
loss is estimated at $27)0,000. Owing 
to tho fact that the craft had not been 
delivered to tlie Alaska company, the 
loss will fall on the Maine Steamship 
Company. 

The ship had been sold to the Alaska 
company and was to have been de- 
livered after her return trip to New 
York. Only a month ago tlie steam- 
ship Kentucky, which had also been 
sold to the Alasita Coast company by 
tho Maine company, was battered to 
pieces in a gale of Cape Hatteras while 
the ship was en route to Seattle. 

II. W. Alexander, general manager 
of the Alaska Steamship company, 
stated at Seattle that his company was 
in no way Interested in the Manhattan. 
Shi' bad been examined last summer, 
but they- took the Kentucky in pref- 
erence to >ier. Subsequent to the loss 
of the Kentucky they had again been 
approached by the Manhattan's own- 
era with a view to buying the craft, 
but they hail not entertained the pro- 
position, us the vessel could not be 
brought to this coast in Mine for tho 
spring season. 



Concrete piles, never before used 
here, are being manufactured on Sen- 
ator Macdonald's wharf in the inner 
harbor to be used In the reconstruc- 
tion of that wharf. The piles, practi- 
cally piers of concrete, aro being made 
by Thomas Stcdham, inventor of a 
new process by which a framework of 
iron bars of steel from an inch and 
half to two Inches in diameter with a 
harpoon-like end and wire meshed 
from tho four linear rods of iron is 
built over with concrete.. Mr. Stcd- 
ham says tlie concrete piles manufac- 
tured by him for this wharf are being 
used for the first time on this contin- 
ent. Twenty of them, weighing from 
three to seven tons each are being 
used. They will be sunk, and driven 
into position with a pile driver similar 
to the driving of ordinary piles, and 
when in position will give the wharf 
greater strength' than any local wharf. 
Tho concrete piers also have the ad- 
vantage of being more lasting, offer- 
ing scant scope to the busy teredo 
which thrives on tlie ordinary pile. 
Mr. Stedman is negotiating with other 
wharf owners for the use of his con- 
crete piles.

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Mr. Fielding Settles It. 
Hon. air. Fielding settled tho mat- 
tor when he announced 1" the House 
of Commons that the government had 
no intention of renewing the bounties 
on iron 'and steel. 

' Tho news will be disappointing to 
holders of Dominion Steel, Nova 
Scotia and Luke Superior. 

The bounties expire this year and 
in some quarters there was thought 
to be a bare chance of an extension. 
Examining Granby Mines 

Dr. Otto Sussman, an expert mining 
engineer of Now York, and William 
Yolon Williams, of Spokane, who is 
Officially connected with the Granby 
company, are In the camp examining 
the company's big property. Dr. Suss- 
man is a representative of the Ameri- 
can Selling company, with which tho 
Granby ts closely Identified, and Is 
examining the property for the pur- 
pose of making an expert report on 
the existing ore bodies of the big pro- 
ducer. He made a report for tho com- 
pany on the property about eight 
years ago, but tho wonderful expan- 
sion in development since that time 
has outgrown, to a considerable ex- 
tent, his previous report. 

Mr. Williams who makes periodi- 
cal visits to Phoenix, is assisting Dr. 
Sussman. in his work. He was in 
charge of the development work on a 
group of claims on Hear Creek, in the 
Similkameen, bonded by the Granby 
last summer. Development work was 
carried on with satisfactory results 
for some weeks, but was discontinued 
in the fall. The work will resume In 
the spring again, 

Coal Worth Millions. 

For a few hours the senate commit- 
tee on territories heard Manager 
Stephen Birch of the Guggenheim- 
Morgan Alaska syndicate reel off fi- 
gures concerning the value of the 
coal in tho Cunningham and other 
Alaskan gold and copper mines, that 
were calculated to make tho heads of 
the committee swim. Placing the ton- 
nage in the .Cunningham mines at 
fifty millions, he said that the coal 
could be taken out so as to net a pro- 
fit of $25,000,000. This statement, tak- 
en in connection with tho fact that 
the. syndicate has agreed to pay only 
$256,000 for half the property, aroused 
much interest. Mr. Birch placed' tho 
probable output of tho entire Byng 
River coal district, of which the Cun- 
ningham group is a part, at five mil- 
lion tons, with a net value of $200,000- 
000, and a gross value of $900,000,000. 
Testifying concerning the Guggen- 
heimer-Morgan options on the Cun- 
ningham mines, Mr. Birch said that 
they covered only a half interest, the 
Cunningham people retaining tho rest, 
The syndicate had agreed to pay 
$250,000 and to furnish transporta- 
tion. The company was to bo cap- 
italized for $5,000,000. He estimated 
that it would cost $1.75 per ton to 
mine the coal and that it could bo 
marketed at a profit of fifty cents per 
ton. 

Alberta Lands Sold for One Million 
Dollars. 

E. H. Morphy, of Morphy, Ewing.A 
Bradford, on behalf of clients in Eng- 
land recently purchased from Bur 
cchard, of St. Paul, 10,000 acres of 
coal lands in Alberta, lying along the 
Pembina river. Mr. Burchard and his 
associates bought these lands about 
two years ago on speculation. The 
English purchasers are to pay $1,000- 
000 for tho property, 

Anothor Portland Company. 

The** Rush-Portland .Mining Company, 
having headquarters" at Vancouver, has 
boon incorporated with a capital of $250,- 
000 to take over the Katheriiie and Elsie 
claims on the middle fork of Glacier 
Creek. The claims were located by W. 
W. Rush. Mr. Rush is turning them over 
to the company and is receiving payment 
in shares. The claims arc situated be- 
tween the Columbia Evening Sun group 
and the Silver Bow group, owned by Mr. 
M. K. Rogers. 

The locality In which these mines aro 
situated is regarded as one of the be3t 
in the district, as high grade ore Is being 
found on several contiguous properties 
Several veins have been found on the 
Elsie, but practically all the work lias 
been done on one vein. This is a verti- 
cal tissue, two to three feet wide, having 
a pay- streak -about a foot wido of ore 
Which is said to average $125 a ton in 
gold and silver alone. Another vein on 
the Elsie carries high values contained 
in grey copper and is about tour feet 
wide. On the Elsie the best grade ore 
goes us high as $252 in the precious met- 
als, On the Katharine one or the Elsie 
veins lias been traced for HOC feet. On 
this claim both the vein and the pay- 
Streak aro wider. The vein runs from 
threo to six feet wide ami the pay-streak 
ubout two feet. The pay-streak on the 
{Catherine carries about the same values 
as that of the Elsie, namely about $120 
to the ton in gold and silver. 

R, G. Edwards-Lcckie, of Vancouver, 
has secured a large interest in the com- 
pany and will co-operate with .Mr. Hush 
in the development of Die mine during 
the coming summer. 

Tho Protection of Mino Timbers Prom 
Punguu. 

There is nothing connected with the 
working of mines of greater importance 
than the protection of mine aiinber from 
rot. It is a matter concerning which 
little is commonly known. When so 
much depends upon the strength and 
stability of mine props, i, is remarkable 
that at the present tlmo practically no 
offorts have been made to lengthen the 
life of timber. Of the most destructive 
fungi, even science has not much Know- 
ledge. Many ol them belong to the gen- 
era Merulius and Palyporus. Morullus la 
the commonest form of dry-rot and at- 
tacks chiefly pine and fir. The name 
dry-rot can le.s with it a wrong Impres- 
sion, as dry wood Is never attacked; 
damp, unventilated situations being most 
favorable to the growth of dry-rots. Well 
ventilated mines are to a very consider- 
able degree free from fungus growths. 
In both the genera referred lo — Merul- 
ius and Polyporus — tho rot is caused by 
the mycelium which penetrate the wood, 
thus destroying it. The fungi them- 
selves, are often of large size, but the 
actual damage is done by the thread- 
like mycelium. The moulds which are 
so frequently seen on mini- timbers, most 
of which aro of the family Hyphomyceto, 
uro ndt really Injurious to the timbers; 
their natural habitat is on the surface 
of wet wood and when the conditions nro 
suitable thny grow In mines, just as thoy 
do in our cellars, without any direct 
injury to more than I he surface of the 
wood. It has been generally assumed 
that tho treatment which has proved so 



efficacious In preserving railway ties, 
telegraph poles and fence posts might bo 
used in mines; but this is not tho case, 
and saturating the wood with creosote 
is not only expensive but is not a sure 
preventive. Apart entirely from the 
great oxp'cnsu those methods entail, the 
conditions are so vastly different that It 
Is more than doubtful whether the re- 
sults of open air experiments are oi 
much value when apllod io deep mines, 
i The difference between the condition 
of the drift wood on tho Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts and that found along our 
interior lakes has attracted attention for 
years. Members of the Geological Sur- 
vey staff say that the wood found along 
tho shores of Hudson's Bay, the Mc- 
Kenzlo delta and Bohring Sea is of tho 
same character as that which has been 
found at tho Coast. Speaking generally; 
all wood found on tho soa-shoro Is free 
from fungus rot, while that found along 
fresh-water streams or lakes begins to 
rot after it has born left a year or two 
on tho shore. The Inference is plain. 
Some constituent in tho salt water pro- 
tects tho wood; and when we remember 
that all fungi are produced from spores— 
microscopic in size— it is evident that if 
these spores can be prevented from de- 
veloping, fungus rot Is impossible. Tho 
Director of the Geological Survoy has 
given a description of what Is known as 
the Henry Aiken method of treating 
timber for use in mines. A full account 
of Mr. Aiken's treatment may bo found 
in the Summary Report of the Geologi- 
cal Survey for 190!>, and only the briefest 
summary need bo given here. 

Tlio Aiken Proceos. 
In this process the timber Is soaked 
In water, raised to a temperature of 
from 100 to 200 degrees Falir., and con- 
tains enough common salt to form u 
thoroughly saturated solution. The 
timber should be free from bark, fairly 
well seasoned und thoroughly dry. 
Tests made In many British collieries 
have pro\ed thut this treatment is in 
every way a thoroughly satisfactory 
one. In one mine the timbers, alter be- 
ing in place live years, were perfectly 
sound, and in another they had shown 
no sign of rot at the end of six years. 
What Is even more noteworthy is an 
experiment made in Flfeslllre. Two 
pieces of ordinary lir. 2 Inches in 
diameter and three feet long, both 
weighing ten pounds before being treat- 
ed, were selected. One of the pieces 
was treated by the salt process, the. 
other was not. After being treated It 
weighed twelve pounds. Both were 
taken underground and placed in a re- 
turn air-course and after eleven months 
were examined and re-weighed. The 
untreated timber then weighed only five 
pounds, whereas the treated timber 
weighed twelve pounds, or exactly the 
same weight as when it was put In. 
They were replaced in tho mine und al- 
lowed, to remain eleven months longer, 
with the result that the untreated 
timber weighed six pounds and the 
treated timber weighed 11% pounds, 
wore again placed in the mine, and 
after an exposure of three years they 
were examined, and while the treated 
piece was sound, tho untreated one was 
decayed. Such evidence as this must 
be considered as conclusive, and as 
the salt water treatment is inexpensive, 
there seems to be no good reason why 
all mine timbers should not in future 
bo treated this way. Timbers already 
in place might from time to time be 
sprayed with salt water, for while such 
treatment could not be expected to 
prove as efficacious as if the timber 
were soaked In brine, still, it is reason- 
ably certain that few fungus spores 
could develop on wood that was bo 
treated. In coal mines where spray- 
ing is systematically done for the pur- 
pose of preventing coal dust explosions, 
the addition of salt to the water used 
would entail very little extra expense. 
What is certain Is, that when the 
greatly enhanced price of timber in 
recent years is taken into considera- 
tion, the cost of treating mine timbers 
with salt Is insignificant as compared 
with the money that would be saved. 




Bogietrition of Nurses. 

Sir — May I ask for room in your 
columns to correct an erroneous Im- 
pression which has got abroad respect- 
ing the attitude of the graduate nurses 
of the province towards the untrained 
nurses. In an editorial in the World, 
dated February 17th, it is stated that 
tho object of the registration bill short- 
ly to come up in the house, is to re- 
Strict nursing in this province entirely 
to fully trained nurses. I wish to say 
emphatically that the graduate nurses 
will not interfere Willi any untrained 
or partially trained nurses who are 
or may be engaged in nursing In Brit- 
ish Columbia, always provided that 
they are content to stand on their mer- 
its as untrained nurses, and always 
excepting such eases where they are 
occupying a position in the gift of a 
corporation or other public body where 
the salary is paid out of the public 
funds. Our object in trying to secure 
registration of nurses is primarily to 
draw a distinct and unmistakable line 
of demarcation between the graduate 
nurse on the one hand, and every other 
kind of nurse on the other. By this 
means we hope to prevent the rankling 
injustice under which we too often 
smart at present, of seeing the ignor- 
ances and negligences, the sins of omis- 
sion and commission of untrained 
nurses, laid at the door of those 
women, who, having had the ability, 
courage and constancy to go through 
the arduous work and difficult exami- 
nations of hospital training school, 
must yet frequently stand by and see 
the fair name of their profession 
smirched by charlatans masquerading 
as trained nurses. It is with these 
women we have our quarrel — not witli 
tho woman "'ho frankly tells doctor 
and patient that her only qualifications 
are a litle experience and a willingness 
to do her best, albeit we plead guilty to 
u keen sense of tho unfairness of her 
taking work for which she has given 
neither time nor trouble to prepare her- 
self, while the girl who has given three 
strenuous years of both may be hard- 
prosed to find her room and telephone 
rent in 'he same town. But wo ac- 
knowledge that In many a backwoods 
settlement, and In obstetrical nursing at 
least, the untrained nurse has been for 
many years tho solo hope; she has done 
her kindly and capable best where and 
when the trained nurse was unobtainable 
and It would be an ungracious act on our 
pari to forcibly stop her now. but her 
blunders, when she makes them, do not 
reflect on the trained nurse. Tho people 
who employ he; know that she Is self- 
taught, and limit their expectations ac- 
cordingly; but with the other the case 
is very different, and In attempting to 



force her do do her work, good, bad or 
Indlfforent as It may be, under hm- own 
colors, we claim to bo considering the 
public good quite as much as our own. 
Lot mo Illustrate: — Say a woman enters 
a hospital training-school, and after 
throe or four months she leaves through 
one of a dozen possible- causes; she tires 
of tho routine, or objects to the strict 
discipline, or wishes to make money 
without further deluy; so she goes, en- 
gages a room with a telephone, enters 
her name In tho telephone book with tho 
legend "trained nurse" after it and waits 
for cases. Shortly after a doctor finds 
himself with a case that ho knows can 
only bo pulled through by skilled nurs- 
ing; an untrained nurso is tho last he 
would droam of engaging, knowingly, 
but there Is nothing to prevent him ring- 
ing up this very woman. N'o doctor can 
stop to ask for und inspect a nurse's dip- 
loma beforo sending her off to his case; 
tho words "trained nurso" after the name 
satisfy him, and ho leaves her to fight 
the battle, confident that overy slightest 
change, overy least now symptom will be 
promptly detected, Its significance recog- 
nized and the new emergency dealt with 
or he bo summoned to deal with It as the 
case may be, while there is yet time, and 
When, through tho nurse's Ignorance of 
something that every graduate was 
bound to know, the chance has been 
thrown away. It Is small consolation 
to doctor or relatives that have boon 
cheated — and so far thero is no penalty 
attached. When our registration Bill 
passes, and overy graduated nurso can 
put tho loters R. N. after her name, and 
every other kind of nurse is prevented 
by law from putting them after tier's, 
tho above caso cannot happen. People 
who permit themselves to be misled by- 
such embroideries as "trained nurse," 



"profesional nurso" or "certified nurBe" 
cannot claim to h'uvo been deceived at 
any rate, for few people engage a nurso 
Who have not already a doctor in attend- 
ance, and we shall take enro that the 
doctors know tho full significance of 
those letters, "It. N." Doubtless many 
of them will continue to give their easy, 
straightforward cases to untrained wo- 
men, chiefly because "they beg so hard," 
some of thorn,, and this ovon whero the 
patient would make no demur at tho fees 
asked by the graduates, and has no spec- 
ial preference for any untrained nurse. 
But wo always have tho bitter satisfac- 
tion of knowing that when he has a 
"touch-and-go" case, one that will keep 
the nurse on duty twenty-one hours out 
of the twenty-four, that will try her 
pretty well to tho breaking point and 
perhaps beyond it, this doctor will hasten 
to secure his neglected friend, the grad- 
uate. But this is a prlvato issue be- 
tween the nurses and such doctors as tho 
cap fits. We cannot ask for the legal 
protection which thoy have taken good 
care to secure for themselves, loast they 
shield themselves behind tho alleged 
''wishes of the patient." But the point 
which we aro prepared to fight for fair 
play, Is the appointing of untrained 
nurses to public positions where a grad- 
uate — any number of graduates — could 
be had for the asking. It seems incred- 
ible that any corporation could bo guilty 
of such a thing, yet the amazing fact 
remains that the Victoria Isolation 
Hospital, a public Institution, supported 
out of the public funds, is In the charge 
of an untrained nurse. It is a poor rule 
that does not work both ways. If it is 
the duty of the government to see that 
tho Individual's right to select any kind 
of nurse she prefers Is not interfered 
with, surely it is equally Its duty to see 



that an entirely competent person Is In- 
stalled in a placo to which sick people 
go In full confidence that thoy will bo in 
the hands of regularly qualified people; 
the fact that they have no choleo in the 
matter should moke this imperative. If 
two or threo foolish people, all equally 
Ignorant of tho management of a boat, 
elect to go for a sail, and get drowned, 
we agree that it Is very sad but we do 
not claim that any Injustice has been 
done; but It is a different matter whero 
the captain of a passenger boat places n 
man at tho wbeol who does not know 
how to steer, and a disaster ensues and 
a number of people are drowned. So 
much for tho' uspect of the case that 
affects tho public. As for the graduate 
nursos, we aro naturally, and, wo claim 
justly, indignant, at what we consider 
a grave wrong and a gratltous insult to 
our profession. It would be difficult to 
imagine a similar outrage being perpe- 
trated on any association of professional 
men, oven though thoy had not been care- 
ful to render It Impossible by law. For 
Instance sunooslng a corporation found 
itself in need of a civil engineer to 
undertake some public work, Is It con- 
ceivable that the applications of certi- 
ficated and experienced men would be 
set aside in favor of some self-taught 
amateur? Or, would a native gift that, 
had never been developed by study or 
training, for treating sick animals, get 
a man an appointment as veterinary 
surgeon to a government stock farm over 
the heads of college taught, certificated 
vets? Or, supposing for the argument's 
sake, that tho Minister of Education sud- 
denly announced that henceforth the 
teeth of the public school children would 
be fronted at the government's ekpenso, 
can we Imagine him giving the work to 
u "gifted amateur" of dentistry, and the 



duly qualified dentists of tho province 
sitting quietly under tho affront? We 
know that such a state of things could 
never be. That tho significant difference 
is that so fur the nursing profession has 
never boon recognized as a profession in 
the same way that tho others have; that 
in the minds of certain public men thero 
Is no appreciable difference between the 
woman who has a diploma to prove that 
sho is a fully trained nurse and the wo- 
man who bus nothing but her bare asser- 
tion to offer on the subject. It Is to 
alter this unjust state of affairs to force 
the recognition that Is so slow in coming 
of itself, that we ask "to be put on the 
same footing and given the same protec- 
tion that overy other profession bus."

Guns and Gunnery. 

Sir — The truly magnificent record 
mado with the 6-inch guns by the gar- 
rison at Work Point barracks only em- 
phasizes the grotesque absurdity of the 
present Incomplete conditions of the 
land defences around Esquimau. Ac- 
cording to the latest gunnery returns 
of the British navy any old cruiser, 
such as H. M, S. Warsplte or H. M. S. 
Impel louse, which were on tills station 
years ago, could with their 9.2 guns 
evory minute throw nearly two tons of 
projectiles into thoso forts from a dis- 
tance quite beyond tho effective range 
of tho pea-shooters mounted in tho 
works. In other words while tho garri- 
son at Fort Macauley could bo pump- 
ing iron into a cruiser (within range) 
at the rate of a ton In less than seven 
minutes tho aforementioned ancient 
craft could safely lay in the offing be- 
yond tho range of these guns and un- 



load projectiles Into tho forts at tho 
rate of nearly two tons per inlnuto or 
to bo oxaot 2G.0OO pounds In seven min- 
utes. Until tho Dominion go«nr>.imcnt 
completes tho armament of Signal Hill 
by mounting the 9.2 guns which for 
ye.irs have been lying In the ground 
where thoy wero left by tho Imperial 
authorities when they handed over Es- 
quimalt to tho keeping of tho govern- 
ment at Ottawa, tho so-called fortress 
Is one In namo only. If the proposed 
Canadian navy Is to receive similar 
treatment at the hands of the authori- 
ties as has been meted out to tbeso 
permanent fortifications, then God help 
tho Canadian navy.

Stock Market Halts After Early 
Movement— Dealings Taken 
to Show That Big Interests 
Still Engineer Advance 



NEW YORK, March S.— Tlio dullness 
which overcame the stock market after 
tho lively dealings of tho morning was 
due to discouragement over the obsta- 
cles to the efforts made to continue tho 
advance in prlcos. Free selling to re- 
alize. proiiLs -was. tlio. most, material 
hindrance, and a professional parly In 
tho speculation coupled It with short 
selling, watchful for symptoms for a 
culmination of die rise. 

Tile benevolent control of tho market 
was by no moans abandoned, as seen in 
the late revival of United States Steel, 
and the absorbent power In the face of 
tlio selling to realize had an encourag- 
ing effect on speculative sentiment. 
The fostering care given to the support 
of prices is credited to the most In- 
fluential banking interests, and the 
motive .attributed to thorn Is to help 
t lie market for tlio large bond notations 
which they have in hand and in pros- 
pect. 

Tile determination of the New York 
city financial authorities to fix tho com- 
ing $ 10,000,000 issue of corporate stock 
at l'/i per cent, did not have a harmful 
effect, as il was accepted as a settle- 
ment of a vexed problem, and as as- 
surance of tho success of the offerings 
by agreement with the bankers. 

Complaints were heard from tlio steel 
trade of the discouraging effect on the 
demand from consumers of the decline 
In prices (if stocks which set in after 
the first of the year. Stimulated de- 
mand Is looked for from the brisk re- 
covery which lias occurred in the price 
of United States Steel. 

Humors of dividend increases were 
used with effect In advancing prices to- 
day. New Y r ork Contral was particu- 
larly affected by this influence. Hope- 
ful views were expressed also of Die 
improving prospects for corporations 
on the side of national legislation. Sat- 
isfaction was professed witli the stops 
being taken in shaping tlio railroad bill 
in congress. It was said also that 
opinions by learned counsel of the 
great corporations as to the probable 
outcome of 'he government's anti-trust 
suits before the supreme court had 
changed since the, period of greatest 
anxiety on the subject. 

Tho j action of the wheat market on 
tiie flint news of the crop estimates 
or farm reserves must lie read In the 
light of the highly speculative condi- 
tions in that respect. The 173,443,000 
bushels estimated in farmers' hands on 
March 1st corroborates the most lib- 
eral preliminary estimates by accepted 
authorities and calls for ••revision of the 
price relations in the trade. 

An excelletn effect was produced by 
the certainty of largo foreign particlpa- 
t ton in the New York city issue, thus 
assuring an important offset to tlio 
unfavorable trade balance. Placing of 
railroad bonds last week helps to tlio

Southwest reports say tiiat 
a week of growing weather makes 
crop observations more accurate and 
(he damage claims from nearly all of 
Hi- host wheat raising section of Mis- 
souri. Kansas and Nebraska today think 
it will be possible to raise over seventy 
million bushels of wheat in Kansas. 
There was quite a change in sentiment 
from bearish to bullish on tho part of 
the eu.tire trade. 

Corn — Prices started at a little de- 
cline and had % cent recovery from the 
low poirit during the morning because 
of quite general evening up on the part 
of short sellers because of uncertainty 
over the farm reserves to he given out 
near tlio close.

They argued that the proposed bill 
would do more harm than good. ' As 
a compromise they suggested that 
handbook operations be prohibited, 
that race meets he limited to twelve 
days, not oftener than twice a year, 
and that "tipping" or selling advance 
Information bq prohibited.
